Kagin’s Spring Auction (16 April) 


Kagin’s is having a special auction of Japanese provincial and fantasy pieces from the 
Robert Hesselgesser collection. There are 78 pieces in the Japanese section and many 
interesting Koban examples to choose from. I’ve always been fascinated and impressed 
by Japanese culture. The beautiful Koban denomination is interesting with its large 
rectangular elongated size. As mentioned above there are several “fantasy” pieces 
within this auction. These pieces exist without any real notion as to why it was 
produced. 


Here is an example of a contemporary imitation of a Tensho Era (1573-1591) Naga Oban. 
As they state in their write-up, the Oban is typically out of reach of most collectors. This 
being a contemporary imitation makes it more affordable. The gold purity and style of 
the calligraphy is off which confirms it being an imitation. Nonetheless an interesting 


type.

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Peus Auction 430 and 431 (27-29 April) 


Update: I did mention this auction in my last newsletter but I’d like to return to it since I 
think it is one of the more exciting sales coming up in the next few weeks. My original 
introduction and preview for auction 431 is below but I will mention more of the coins 
and also touch on auction 430 which I did not preview in my last newsletter. I would 
also like to warn everyone that with the strong prices and the obviously conservative 
estimates in this sale, you might consider bidding at stronger levels if you participate. I 
noticed this in the previous Peus sale which was much stronger than anticipated. I also 
will be receiving several Peus catalogs so please get in touch should you want one. 


I’m very excited for the upcoming Peus auctions, particularly catalog 431, which is a 
fantastic collection formed by the late Dr. Plumacher. Many of the coins were purchased 
through the dealer, Dr. Martina Dieterle and other notable experts in the field. There are 
over 700 coins in this sale and it was a pleasure to look through the online catalog. 
Many of the coins have little defects here and there but one can see a comprehensive 
well thought out collection when viewing the lots. For those that appreciate cabinet 
toning and historical records of the coins they purchase, you will not be disappointed. 
Lot 3020 is a great example of acommon coin but with a superior strike, lovely cabinet 
toning and a pedigree to match:

Lot 3041 is a small denomination litra from Segesta in Sicily but the artistry is 
outstanding and unique. It features a 3/4 facing nymph Aegeste on the obverse with a 
hunting dog on the reverse and the symbols of a murex shell and gorgon head above and 
to the side.

Lot 3045 is a lovely pedigreed Syracuse tetradrachm from a 1935 Felix Schlessinger 
auction selling duplicates from the Hermitage Museum. I have the original Schlessinger 
firm catalog which sold at the recent Kunker literature sale of Mark and Lottie Salton 
(originally Max Schlessinger). Lot 324 in the catalog sold for a whopping 330 Deutsche 
Mark at the sale. A rather strong price when comparing it to other coins sold in the sale.

Lot 3054 is another example of a well-preserved coin with less die rust on the obverse 
than normally encountered. This example is lovely and has a 1930 pedigree to 
accompany it. 
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Lot 3072 is a fantastic example with a lovely strike and sharp details. The pedigree goes 
back to a1995 Leu auction (not to be confused with the current Leu Numismatik).

Lot 3118 is a Thessalian drachm with a striking image of Aleus, the founder of the Aleud 
clan. He claimed descent from Herakles.

Lot 3177 is a very rare tetradrachm of the ruler Mithradates IV. The coin comes from the 
ever famous Kunstfreund sale of 1974 (a joint venture between M&M Basel and Leu 
Zurich). This coin is a plate coin as well in Richter’s book, The Portraits of the Greeks, 
from 1965.

Byzantine coins are available as well. There is also a large offering of group lots in this 
catalog being offered.

JUDAEA. First Revolt, Year 2 = 67/8. 
AR Shekel, 13.92g (23mm, 12h). Shekel of Israel’ (in Hebrew) Omer cup with pearled 
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Pedigree: From the collection of Regierungsrat Dr. iur. Hans Krahenbuhl, privately acquired 
from Leu on 11 November 1994 (with a photocopy of the original invoice), ex Leu FPL, 
autumn 1993, 8.
